Rising at day-light and hastily gatheriog 
my raiment about me, I silently fled through 
the slumbering city to the place du Havre. 
The loneliness of the boulevards was in 
striking contrast to the gay and bewildering 
scenes of a few hoursbefore. Aftera hearty 
English breakfast at my friend’s hotel, we 
went across the square, and took“the tidal 
train for Dieppe. There is no train on our 
roads that the man in the moon dispatches at 
a different hour each day; he does not care 

- whether the waters of the Chattahooche are 
high or low. 


The consciousness of being among the 
- fields again was a pleasure, even though they 
were unfenced, id a trifle sandy, and unfer- 
- tile to boot. Toward the coast the 
country is hillier, grassy, and orchard-laden. 
The trainsped rapidly over the smooth 
track, as if it knew the tide would soon turn; 
: hardly stopping atall except at historic 
Rouen, the ancient capital of delightful Nor- 
mandy. The quaint cathedral city lies on 
hill sides, so that many of its queer old tim- 
bered houses were disclosed to us who only 
stopped long enough to eat a hasty sand- 
-gvich. We saw the last of the winding Pa- 
- yisian river at Rouen, too, from whose quay 
it turns off towards Havre, while we cross 
the pretty fields that lie in the way to Dieppe. 
I shall long remember the thatched cottages, 
and the willow-shaded streams, that mur- 
mur by the orchards and the green meadows 
of Normandy. We reached. 
DIEPPZ 


at noon, and walked over to the boaj that lay 
in the little egg of a harbor, encircled by the 
red slant roofs of thelittle irregular city. 
Many a royal prow has found a way iato the 
historic basin behind the chalk cliffs, but we 
are dealiog with the present, with what 
passed before our own eyes, and not with 
what the ante-diluvians saw. My recollec- 
tions of the port are principally fishy—of 
fishing smacks unloading their fishy cargoes 
of heriing into great fishy baskets, that are 
borne over the city onthe backs of poor od 
women whose shriveled faces and hands, 
short petiicoats and odd caps, are amony my 
latest memories cf the land we are leaving. 

A new sensation awaited us at the gang- 
plank. Heretofore trouble had presented 
itself in the act of entering a country, not in 
taking leave. teck a long hour atthis 
point, however, 10 inspect the baggage and 
passports of the departing travelers, tac ex- 
amination being much more rigid than any I 
had experienced. At its close we steamed 
outof the litt!e ovai harbor, through a nar- 
row gap of thetall cliffs, into the open sea, 
where custom houses aud police regulations 


cease to troub'e and the weary are atrest—if | 


they are good sailors. Two tall crucifixes, 
showily g'ided, each bearing an image of 
the Dyiug Saviour, stand on the walls 
of the entrance; and wlcnu they are lostinthe 
distance we have naught left of France buta 
perpendiculsr wall of chals. 

How much human misery has been endured 
between that wall of white and the precisely 
similar one on the other side! How many 
have wished that the sea had never washed 
away the chalk that some say once connected 
the confronting cliffs. We are crossing in 
the worst part of the worst bit of sea ia the 
world, and on one of those short, black, de- 
testable channe) boats; and yet the sea dij not 
seem to be very badly disposed. There were 
nore of those great mountain billows that 
follow a storm in the mid-Atlantic; but, 
oh, the little, black, yeasty, slatting, choppy 
seas! Ican taste them yet. I stood out 
stoutly, for I knew the passage would be ac- 
complished in six or seven hours; I even 
went down to dinner. An hour later your 
fallen correspondent might have been seen 
curled up on deck in the pale, sickly sun, un- 
der an overcoat, utterly oblivious of all mun- 
dane things except his stomach. He had no 
reason to jorget that unhappy, perturbed or- 
gan. Tw all intents and purposes he could 
not have been sicker; and yet the joyous sight 
of the stra‘ght cliffs that stood stilland would 
not bob up and down, crowned as they were 
by fields of yellowjstubbie and English grass, 
brought him immeciately back to bealth and 
hunger. 

It was about five o'clock ia the afterncon 
when we passed Beachy Head on the ex- 
treme headland; aod the tide being favora- 
ble, we crept into the slimy Jittle river New 
to the deserted tumbie-down warehouses and 
piers of New Haven. As we walked the 
plank the customs people inquired if we had 
oe dutiable;” and the answers came 
back as prompt and, doubtless, as reliable as 
those Of an unscrupulous salesman while 
working off a bad stock. 

Away from the rotting piers on the rising 
ground is a cozy old English hamlet, in 
which we wandered with delight until dark, 
Our fellow-passengers hurried away by the 
fast train to London, while we had three or 
four hours before a local would carry us to 
‘Brighton, where we intended to sleep; and 
those hours we spentin the little port. [ am 
convinced that Tennyson, who does not live 
far away, ~~ have had New Haven in 
mind when he wrote the story of Enoch 
Arden. The poet thus describes the home of 
‘the somewhat romantic E. A.:; 

“Long lines of cliff breaking have left a chasm: 

‘And in the chasm are foam and yellow sands; 

Beyond, red roofs about a narrow wkarf 

In cluster; then a moulderad church; and higher 

A long street climbs to one tall-towered mill.”’ 

There may be six or seven hundred souls 
in the little town—possibly, a thousand. It 
is not grest, and yet it has a complete system 
of sewerage, and is as clean and sweet as arose 
garden. So are all English villages, all that 

visited, that is—affording a striking contrast 
with the villages of Germany, and for that 
matter, of the whole Continent, which are 
very sure to contain plenty of bad smells,— 
most of them as many as Coleridge once 
couated in Cologne. 


Before we leave the ancient por, let me 
mention an exchange office in the railway 
station, near the landing, at which the trav- 
eler turns the cufrency or coin he has accu- 
mulated on the Continent into British gold 
and silver. The exchange is only one penny 
a transaction, be it large or small. Such 
cheap and honest conveniences are very apt 
to be found ia the Old World. The useful 
money changer would not take the base 
coins ; and three small Belgian pieces jostled 
one of our nickles in my pocket until I gave 
them away as souvenirs*at home. 

I asked a great miny questions that even 
ing—it was so pleasant to talk and be talked- 
to after weeks of restriction in other lands. 
I found out where every carriage in the train 
was going and when it got there—asked all 
sorts of questions; and the guard probably

wished me back-in France or some other 
place, Just lay an embargo on the unruly 
member for a gummer, and see if you don't 
feel garrulous when it is raised. ‘I address 
this proposition, of course, solely to gentle- 
men, € got to 3

sometime after dark, which mattered not, for 
we could talk. At the “Queen’s Head,” near 
we found a good soft bed, and 
in tbe morning mutton cutlets—English mut- 
ton—on warm plates, and happiness reigned 
once more in our bosoms, from whence it 
must have diffused itself over our entire 
systems. 

Brighton is a city as large as Washington, 
with none of its vacuities and dreariness, 
however—only in size do they at all resem- 
ble. As some one has said, it isa town with- 
out business, a port without ships—the most 
popular, if not the most charming, sea-side 
resort intheisland. George IV, of unsavory 
reputation, invented it; and in his day it was 
the fashionable watering-place of Exgland. 
That honor has, of late, flown away to Scar- 
borough on the Yorkshire coast. For 
all that, thousands, yes, ters of thousands, 
come down for health and recreation every 
season from the London hive, which is only 
two hours distant. A good partof the town 
is quite new—very new for Old Englard; 
and altogether it is generally considered the 
handsomest city in the Kingdom. - 

One cannot help liking the long street that 
faces the open sea,for there is no harbor 
nearer than New Haven. The beautiful and 
famous Chain Pier is for flirtation, and not for 
commerce ; and the sea-street, and the shingle 
or beach in front of it, are full of sunny life 
and gaiety. The handsome houses on 


windows, and the bay windows are often full 
of flowers—not counting their pink-and-white 
owners—fanned by breezes fresh from the 
sparkling flowing sea. Wandering minstrel 
bands, Penchoand-l udy men, diminu- 
tive wagons drawn by goats and 
flocks of saddled donkeys for the children, 
occupy and diversify the early morning 
street. Alorg the clean pretty shingle are 
scores of picturesque boats, and children from 
English homes wading and paddling in the 
quiet sea or gathering pebbles or making 
sand pies at the edge of the wavelets, Such 
scenes have a fascination for us all, I think; 
andI was loth to leave them to hunt up 
some of theinevitable sights of the town. 
The great Aquarium wus not completed at 
the time of our visit, and so we went directly 
to the pagoda that Royal George built for a 
residence,—a curious struciure, after the Chi- 
nese, with a few Hindu variations—a fantas- 
tic medley of domes, minarets and pinnacles, 
flanked by equally strange-looking Moorish 
stables. It is in the very heart of the city, in 
the center of seven acres of green grass and 
delightful shade. The good Queen would 
never uccupy it on account, it is 
said, of the goings-on of her uncle 
within its walls; and not long ago the 
city bought it from the Crown for sixty thou- 
sand dollars, although it cost the people of 
Evgland a million eterling. It is now free 
alike to prince and peopie. The building 
was not open at the early hour of our stroll 
and we had to content ourselves with its 
sweet surroundings. And the whole city is de- 
lightful. Quiet, retired well-to-do people go 
there to live, some for health, some to be by 
{he murmuring £ea, many more, perhaps, to 
educate children, for Brighton contains over 
two hundred boardisg schools. 

Ian the morning we tock a fast train for 
Mrs. Browning’s gathering place of souls on 
the Thames. There are no stately towns on 
the line; but no one craves such blotches on 
the charming landscapes that stretch away to 
the blue undulating lines of the horizon on 
ejther sie. At the outset we glided now 
and then through a cutting in the chalk, to 
‘run side and side with the hawthorn 
hedges, and with all that is home-like and 
inviting. The green partitions of the 
fields—I do not like to call them fences - the 
trees that are not poplars and do not grow by 


rule, the tasteful vine-clambered cottages and 
|the sequestered mansions, the handsome 
i grazipg cattle, and, above all, the turf xept 
‘ever tresh by the breath of the encircling 
sea,—these make English pastoral scenery 
inexpressibly lovely, and altogether unap- 
proachable in any lend that my eyes ever 
looked on. 

Most of this rural beauty is due to tha 
moistness of the air. In cur hot suns and 
cry air, only ashort time elapses between the 
first show of yellow in the ripening grain 
and its untimely taking off. In England, on 
the other hand, it begins to “turn” in July, 
and iscut weeks and weeks afterward, gen- 
erally in September. Cucumbers cannot be 
grown,nor tomatoes ripened without artificial 
aid, On account of the abundant supply of 
dampness inthe atmosphere. The rains are 
rarely heavy or dashing—they generally take 
the form of semi-bourly showerlets. 

But pastoral scenes will not stay with us if 
we travel in the steam cars: and pretty sooa 
we were riding over acres and acres of house- 
tops, over countless chimney: pots, that held 
out faithfully and disagzeeably to the smoky 
end—London Bridge. The masterly dome 
of St. Paul’s seemed like an old ac- 
quaintance, and so did the Hansom 
cabs, and the dirty tidal river and the 
massive arches of the bridge, and the 
little black water-sprites that dart through 
them. Wewent immediately down a flight 
of stairstothe water-side, and were soon 
lande / at Temple Pier, away from the roar 
of the city, in the quiet hote!, just off the 
Strand, of our former visit. And [ absolutely 
felt athome—at home inthecentre of one 
hundred and twenty square miles of luxury, 
misery and smoke, sunk and absorbed in the 
great grimy metropolis. 

The next day I gave to letters from home, 
to the replenishing of an empty purse, and to 
business. I was booked at the Cunard office 
fora berth in the good ship Batavia, which 
was to sail in a fortnight. After all such 
matters had been disposed of I returned with 
a new zest to the work of sight-seeing. Andit 
becomes after awhile nothing but sytematized 
labor, pleasant at times, of course, but not 
always so. The travcler soon learns to take 
the inevitable disappointments with the ccca- 
sicnal fulfillments without a growl. 

My letter is already long, and I feel that I 
have not written a lineof value to any human 
soul; but we are carried by it towards our 
journey’s end, anc in that the patieat reader 
can seek the comfort of a final release. F.

There is but little 
money to buy cotton with, and as all dealers 
“nd merchants everywhere are pressed for 
money, as soon as they get a few bales they 
ship it to New York, with orders to sell on 
arrival for the best prices that can be obtained. 
The general indebtedness of the country and 
the scarcity of money has almost put a stop 
to the dry goods trade, and Northern spin- 
ners, instead of selling their goods, are storing 
them away at their mills, This has re-acted on 
the spinners, as they cannot sell their goods 
freely, and cannot get currency to pay their 
hands. Many of them have stopped entirely,

While this creation of new values has been 
going On with increasing force and volume, 
the government has sought by every means 
in its power to decrease or curtail the circu- 
lation, in order to resume specie payments, 
an object to be greatly desired whenever it 
can be done without seriously disturbing the 
commerce of the country, or causing too 
great a shrinkage of values. 

That it cannot be accomplished under ex- 
isting circumstances is evident to every re- 
flecting mind. This point needs no discus- 
sion, for all will agree that it can only be 
accomplishcd by an enormous shrinkage of 
values, which would surely bring universal 
bankruptcy upon us. 

We are not prepared for this, nor is there 
any necessity for thus impoverishing; our- 
selves for that which can be more readily 
and easily accomplished by the common- 
sense plan of increasing the volume of cur- 
rency to a point sufficient for the commercial 
wants of the country. 

As before remarked, the policy of the 
government has been to diminish rather than 
to increase the circulation, and this, too, in 
face of the fact that the enormous and swift 
production of new values rendered an in- 
crease of circulation imperatively uecessary in 
order to keep the wheels of commerce in 
motion. 

Let us review the history of the last two 
years, and especially that of the last few 
weeks. It has been very evident, even to 
the most casual observer, that there has been

LIVERPOOL. 
The market for spot cotton has been quiet 
a decline of tofacent.

One lot of 1,000 
bales, bought by Harry Hill in New Orleans 
at 13 1-4 cents, was held until the summer 
and then sold to R. R. Graves, of New York, 
and delivered in Philadelphia, at 6 1-2 centsa 
pound. One lot shipped from New Orleans 
to Liverpool lost over seventy dollars a bale. 
The crop was not only a larger, as is likely to 
be this year, but there was alsotrouble in the 
money market, as there is this year. 
PRICE. 

We thought there were good reasons for 
cotton going down, but it has fallen much 
faster than we expected. We find, by con- 
versing with farmers and dealers, that every- 
body is losing heart, and getting scared.

furnish change to the amount of $62,000. 
Dr. Linderman, the Director of the Mint, 
daily receives letters from business men in 
every direction, inquiring how silver charge 
in amounts ranging from one hundred dol- 
lars to five hundred dollars, can be obtained. 
Several Baltimore merchants are now paying 
out silver in change. All the mints in the 
country have been ordered to work to their 
fvll capacity in coining silver. 

This generation is evidently destined to 
hear the jingle of the white metal again. 
Many influences have been at work to bring 
it about. Sirce the opening of the rich 
Emma and other mines in Utah, we have 
produced between $30,000,000 and $40,000,- 
000 a year—some say as high as $45,000,000. 
Unlike the exports of gold which, until re- 
cently, exceeded the production, our ex- 
ports of silver do not rise to more than a 
third of the products of our mines. Many 
of the former markets for silver have ceased 
to absorb it. The Asiatic nations no longer 
restrict their currency to silver, and the 
Germans are replacing a considerable amount 
of theirs with gold. Silver, in short, has 
fallen in value, as compared with gold. Our 
own silver coin is worth Only about ninety - 
four cents to the gold dollar. When, there- 
fore, gold is at 1061-8 silver is at par with 
greenbacks. We are thus, you see, close toa 
silver circulation at this very moment. A 
fall of a point cr two in the Gold Exchange 
will put a vast quantity of silver in actual 
circulation. We do not know how this might 
affect the shinplasters, but if they were still 
retained, the introduction of silver as a mc- 
dium of exchange wonld in _ six 
months amount to a considerable inflation of 
thecountry’s currency. Theamountof frac- 
tional notes cutstanding is in the neighbor- 
hood of $40,000,000. If half that quantity of 
silver can be absorbed, it will afford a sensible 


relief in these days of stringency and money- 
hoarding.

MONETARY. 


The President and His All-eimport- 
ant Letter—Many Banks Really 
Paying Out Currency Freely 
—$62,000,000 of British 
Gold Being Melted 
and Coined. 


New York, October 23.—At a meeting of 
bank Presidents to-day, Mr. Williams, Presi- 
dent of the Metropolitan National Bank, eub- 
mitted a letter he had received from the Pres 
ident. It was very brief, and simply stated 
that for three or four weeks the President 
would feel disposed, in case of urgent need, 
to issue weekly three or four millions out of 
the legal reserve. The following resolutions 
were then adopted: 

Resolved, That the message of the Presi- 
dent of the United States to the banks of 
New York,. be respectfully and gratefully 
acknowledged, and we cordially reciprovate 
his kind wishes, and will act in the spirit in 
which he recommends. 

Resolved, That from and after the first 
of November next, the equalization of legal 
tenders by the banks of this association be 
discontinued. A proposition to use National 
Bank currency notes in the Clearing house 
settlements was referred. 


CURRENCY RE&SUMP7ION. 


Tae Times says: The question of general 
currency payments in greenbacks and na- 
tion] bank notes is about tosolveitself. Most 
of the banks are paying all demands when 
preferred to the certification of checks, and 
the difference against the checks of other 
barks that from their position decline to pay 
out large sums of currency, is only 1-8 and 
1-4 percent. Some first class banks are not 
Only helping their neighbors to green- 
backs and sending currency to their 
country correspondents, but they are 
paying their debtor balances at the Clear- 
ing House in greenbacks in _ place 
of relief certificates. The practical 
condition of the question is in favor of the 
voluntary resumption of currency payments 
ina few days. No bank that hopes to retain 
their old accounts of value or expects to ac- 
quire new accounts of a desirable character, 
city or country, will deem it pr:dent to have 
it known that it is behind its neighbors.

I have often thought thatif any oue of my 
friends, who had preceded me in my trip to 
Europe, had written a plain, practical ac~ 
count of his ce, and allowed me the 
benefit of reading it, Ishould have been saved 
one-half of the expense, and probably would 
have seen twice as much. No one ever trav- 
elled abroad without returning with a con- 
sciousness that he could have accomplished 
the same thing at much less cost, if he had 
only known certain things. And men com- 
monly say thatthe experience of the first 
visit must be purchased, and that it is not 
procurab:e by heresay. This is a great mis- 
take. Many things may be learned from ar- 
other man’s experience, and one of the ot- 
jects I have in view, in responding to the 
wishes of the editors of the ConsTITUTION, 
is to show that a trip to Europe may be made 
upon very nearly the same amount of money 


required for an excursion to the North, 
PROCURING PASSAGE, 


In the very outset, for example, a very 
little advice may enable an inexperienced 
traveler to procure his p across the 
ocean for from sixty to eighty dollars instead 
of one hundred and thirty-five or forty. 
True, the man sees that a second class passage 
on a Cunard steamer costs but eighty dollars, 
while the first class is one hundred and thirty- 
five; but this very disparity leads him to 
suppose that the former must be insufferable. 
In point of fact, unless he was told he would 
never find out the difference between a first 
and second class passage. The parchasers of 
the two tickets sail in the same steamer, sit 
at the same table and partake of identically 
the same fare, are waited upon by the same 
stewards, and have the free privileges of the 
same splendid saloon. In short, the one soli- 
tary difference is that the firat class passen- 
er has a somewhat larger state-room, and 
one situated a few feet nearer the bow of the 
boat than the second class. Both are richly 
furnished, both on the same aeck, both have 
the same attendance; location a little nearer 
to the bow, and, therefore, a little farther off 
from the. engines, makes the distinction. 
Whether itis worth paying fifty-five dollars 
for may be safely questioned. 


CHOICE OF A STEAMER. 


The choice of a steamer is commonly a 
matter of great interest to the traveler about 
to cross the ocean for the firsttime. ‘The 
old Cunard line seems to hold fast to its well- 
deserved popularity. Their boast is, that 
“they have never lost a life or a letter,” and 
but one steamer, “The Columbia,” in the first 
years of the company’s existence. This boast 
is a point of great weight with the raw ocean 
voyager. ’Tis true the other lines do make 
many safe passages; nevertheless, they have 
lost vessels and lives and !etters, tco, and our 
tyro in ocean steamship navigation reflects 
that the line which has lost may lose again, 


the French, the Guion or the National are 
all comfortable and reasonably safe. 


HOW TO CARRY FUNDS. 


Another point of interest is the mode of 
carrying funds. In the old times a “ gold 
belt,’ or a bill of exchange was the choice. 
“A circular letter of crediv’ was the plan 
suggested to me, and I have. yet to learn of 
anything a tithe so convenient. You payto 
some we'l established American banker, 
Brown Bro’s., Duncan, Sherman & Co., John 
Munroe & Co., etc., the amount of money 
you wish to invest in your Europeaa tour. 
They give you in return a [etter of credit, 
containing a list of the principal banking 
houses of the wor'd,at any one of which you 
are authorized to draw to theamountof your 
payment, or to any portion of it. This pay- 
ment is always entered upon a blank page 
accompanying your letter, at the time of 
your drawing asum of money,so that you 
can see at any moment how your account 
stands. This isan inexpressible convenience. 
No man can realizethe terrible sense of re- 
sponsibility incident to carrying a large 
quantity of coin vntil he bas tried it. This 
ig the very best plan of obviating the diffi- 
culty. 
STEERAGE PASSAGE. 

Of.course, in naming above the two classes 
of passage, both are “saloon classes.” Now, 
in point of fact, a steerage passage at $30 is 
far more desirable than is generally thought. 
The passenger has very coarse fare but it is 
lentiful. e has a berth to himself, which 

believe, however, he has to furnish with 
bedding and bed-clothes, and I do not see 
why asingle man especially. should rot have 
as comfortable a passage in the steerage as 
elsewhere. At any rate, the emigrants al- 
ways seemed to me to be perfectly comfort- 
ableand happy; and, moreover, the difier- 
ence between $135 and $39 would makea 
man satisfied with a great many shortcom- 


ings. 
L0O3E FROM THE MOORINGS. 


The 19th day of August, at 1 o’clock P. M. 
saw thesteamer Aleppo, Captain Harrison,

BIBTH AND BdYHOOD. 

John Hughes Fiynn was born in tha city of Phi‘a- 
éelphia on the 19th dayof April, 1826. He ia 47 years 
old and is of Irish extraction, his parents both being 
fromthat country. His father, in company with an 
only brother, cam? to America in 18is, He 
settled in Philadelphia, while his brother sought a 
Southern home and located in New Orleace. At the 
age of two years bie father dieJ, leaviug his mother 
in reduced circumstinces, and to add to her misfor- 
tune, a short time after her hursband died, ehe 
received a letter informing her of the death 
of his brother in New .Orleans. It required a 
severe stroggle on her part, to support and raise her- 
self and children; but being a woman of strong miad 
and great energy of character, (as maby of ourreacers 
who have had the pleasure of meeting her will admit, 
she having, previous to her death, paid two visits to 
her sop,) euczeeded in doing so, Lut was only able to 
give her children an ordinary Eoglish elucation. Oa 
the materne] side he is des:ended from th: Gales and 
Hojlands of (1een'’s county, Ireland; the Gales being 
all followers of the Church of Engiand, anda family 
of irfluence, filled many places of honor and trust in 
that country, one of trem being Sir Parnell Gale. His 
grand-father and one brother took sides with the Irish 
patriots in the rebellion of seventeen hundred and 
ninety-eight; for this his brother fi2d the country. 
Coming to America, he entered the service of the 
United Staies, and at the tims of his death held the 
position of mejor of marines, in the naval service. 
His grandfa‘her, through the influence of relatives, 
was allowed to remsin inIreland. When quite young 
he married Miss Catharine Holland, and became a 
convert to the Catholic faith, of which he continued 
an exemplary member up to the time of hisdeath He 
emigrated to this country with his wife acd family in 
1816, end settied in the neighborbood of Philadeiphia, 
investing whit means he hail in msnufac- 
turipg; but, by the dishoresty of a partner 
in business, be liet nearly all his means. He 
then located perminently in Philadclpbia, where he 
continued to ive until his death, in 1833, at ihe ad. 
varceil ege of ninety years, 

FIR T EMPLOYSENT, 
age of twelve, Jchn HH Filson 
sought and obtaincd employment in a hat 
factory for the purpcse of ailing his "mother in 
supporting the family. He filled the pos.ion of er- 
rand boy, aud had to make bimee!f otherwise gea 
era'ly useful, having to be at his work every morning 
during the week at flve o’clock, making the fircs and 
preparing the room forthe workmen. He remained 
at this place for one year, whenhe guitto entera 
printing office, and filled the position of wareroom 
and roller-boy, sometimes reading the proof when 
the proof reader wasabsent. He often attributes his 
success in after life to the year he passed in the print- 
ing office. Being now fourtean years o!d, he was 
very anxious to learn a trade and ¢xpressed a strong 
desire to learn the machine business but af ter apply- 
ing to all the machine shops then in Philadelphia, his 
mother found it impossible to obtain a place for him. 
An opportunity offering, his mother s2nt him to echool 
for six month:.

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AN AFPRENT.CS. 
Dung the - Chriatmas vacation, being very 
anxious t» kelp bis mother, and still having an 
ardent wish to become a machinist, he started out 
himeelf to geta place. On the second day he ap- 
plied at the Southwark Foundry and Machine Works, 
told his story and wishes to Samuel V. Merrick, the 
souior partner in the works. Being pleased with his 
appearance, he told him tocall again and bring his 
mother and he woald give him a place, which he did 
When out of his apprenticeship he entered the loco- 
motive works of William Norris, it being at that time 
one of the principal locomotive works in the United 
States. He remained at these works nearly one yes 
leaving ;them to,take employment in the works 
of Haywood & Soyder, of Pottsville, Pennsylyania 
This firm at the time we:e engeged in tnilding heavy 
puming and rolling mill machinery, Daring the 
year he was with them he erected and put into opera. 
tion the machinery of the Phe tixyille Rolling Mill 
it being the the second mill for rolling T rails 
erected in the United States. At this time 
he was but twenty years old, it being six 
months unti!] his 2let birthday. 


STARTS WREST. 


On the completion of the mill he set- 
thd with Haywood end Snyder, and atarted 
for the West, crossing the Allegbanies in the 
Old Trurkend Stage coaching of that aay, he 
has often been heard to tay, was very much like 
working your passage after p3ying for the same, 
having to walk up all the steep hills, and help to pry 
thestage ont whenii got stuck ina bad part of the 
road. Reaching Cincinnati he entered the employ- 
ment of Johnathan & James Niles, who were exten- 
siyely engagedin bullding sugar mills for Louisiana, 
They soon dic-erning his worth,sent him to Louisiana 
for the purpose of erecting their mille andy utting 
rtherm into operation. He remained in their service 
Pretriy two yeas. Quitt'ng them he went to the 
State of Indiame, and enter: d-the service of the ¥aa- 
igon auld Indi.na’ olfe rtiiroad, o:e of the first,end at 
that time the only road in the State. 

HE COMES TO GEORGIA, 

Remaining a short time in their eger- 
vice, he retired from the same and came to 
Georgia. locating in Atlanta on the 1]th day of Decem- 
ber, 1848. He bronght letters of introduction to Mr. 
Wiliam Bushton, Master Machinist of the Georgia 


railroad, in Atianta. He ob‘ained employment on tne

Western aud Atlantic Railroad, under William L. 
Mitchell, Chief Engineer, and Enoch R. Mills, Super- 
intendent,and, with but two short exceptions, has been 
on tbat road ever since. From December 
1848 to February 1858 he run on the road as locomo- 
tive engineer, at which time he waa promoted to the 
office of Master Mechanic of the road by John W. 
Lewis who was then Superintendent of the road, and 
has held the position up to the present time, with the 
exception of one year alone, giving entire satisfaction 
to his superior officers. In 187/he resigned his place 
to enter into mercantile life; and with his part- 
ners he established the firm of Stephens, Flynn 
& Co., (now Stephens & Flynn) which firm 
has gradually increared in favor, and is now one 
among the many leading firms ino?r city. In 1871, he 
returned to the service of the 10ad to fill his old p!ace 
under the present management, still remaining a 
member of the firm of S:ephens & Flynn, but taking 
no active business part in the management of the 
gsme. He has been honored by thecitizensof Atlanta 
with many positions of honor and trust, political and 
otherwise. Hewas elected member of the City Ooun- 
ciland served daripg tae year 1661. In the fall of 
1867 he was e‘ected from this district to th: Constitu- 
tiona) Cenvention. He acted with the conservative 
members of thatbo7vy. By his votes he aided to place

MEMBER OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

He is one of the original members 02 
the Board of Education, having served with that body 
since its first organizition up to the present time, in 
conjunction with the late lamented Dr. O'Keefe, who 
was the father of the public school] system of Atlunts 
He served on the commit‘ee that recommended to our 
City Council the establishment of the board. He isa 
member of the Catholic Church, and takes an active 
part in all mcasures for the good of the same. 121869 
the Catholic congregation of Atlanta determired to 
erect a new church, He was selected chairman 
ef the buildirg commitiee. By his energy, aided by 
his associates on the committee. this magnificent 
bullding is fast approaching completion, When done 
it will bea credit tothe congregation snd en orna- 
ment tcthecity. He aided largely with his means in 
the erection of the same. 

PRESIDENT Y. L. M. A. 

He is an activeand working member of the Y. M. 
L. A., having served two terms as Director, and is 
now filling his secoud term as President of the Libra- 
ry. When he was first elected President the Libiary 
was financially and otherwire much embarrassed, but 
during his first administration these embarrasements 
were al removed and te Library p’aced cn aseure 
ard firm foundation. 

CONCLUSION. 

On the organization of the Cit’z:ns’ Back he was 
elected one of its Directors, and is at present 
filling that position. In 1558 he was murried to Miss 
Ka‘e Dougherty, daugiter of Daniel Dougherty, one 
of ths founcers of Atlanta. He has an interesting 
family of children, two soas and three daughters. 
He is a solf-made man io every s2nse of the word,

Yesterday mornirg, shortly after seven o'clock, au 
accident occurred on the Air-Line Road, near Nor 
cross, Which resulted in a badly wrecked engine, and 
a demolished passengercar.

The gravel train had 
peen following about three miles behind, and when 
the accommodation train stopped, as above stated, it 
seems that the conductor failed to send back any flag- 
man or use apy means to notify the engineer of the 
gravel train that he had stopped, consequently ile 
latter came on at ites usual rate, and the engineer did 
not eee the train ahead until rizht upon it. Although 
he used every ,neans tostop, it was too late to pre- 
vent a coliision. ‘The engine went through the 
passenger coach in the rear as if it 
had been paper. The car was literally torn to 
piecee, and strewn along theroad, The freight box 
ahead was split open. The other cars were not 
injured. The engine of the gravel train was badly 
wrecked’ Although there’were a number of passengers 
inthe coach at thetime they were run into, they 
escaped without any pipjuries except a few trivial 
bruises. No bones were broken, whicq, taking into 
consideration the perfect destruction of their car, is 
almost mirscuious. The only hurt man is the engineer 
of the gravel train John Grow, who had his head 
badly injured, but heis notin any serious danger. 
Thc authorities of the road have had the track cleaned, 
and the tr’ins are now running regularly.
